Health Contract Has $30,000 Price Tag

The ball (known as contractu ral 
health care for the city of Circlev ille) 
changed hands again Monday night as 
it headed back to city cou ncil for 
discu ssion, and a final decision. 
Members of the Cou nty and City 
Boards of Health met in informal 
session Monday to discu ss terms of the 
proposed contract that will, if adopted, 
be of benefit to both the city and 
cou nty . 
Price tag pu t on the contract by the 
Cou nty was $30,000 a y ear. 
If accepted, citizens of Circlev ille 
will receiv e the same serv ices offered 
to cou nty residents by the Cou nty 
Health Department. The City Health 
Department and Board of Health 
wou ld be dissolv ed. 
Under the proposed operation, me 
ty pes of programs offered by the 


Cou nty are ex pected to be more ef­ 
ficient and thorou gh and there is a 
* possibility of additional serv ices. 
Bu dget 
of the Cou nty 
Health 
Department, cu rrently at $71,900 a 
y ear, wou ld be increased to ap­ 
prox imately $101,8 50 if the city con­ 
tracts for health serv ices. 
The rou gh bu dget, drawn u p by I>eo 
Kahanek and the Board of Health, 
calls for y early ex penses of $68 ,450 for 
salaries, $4,700 for su pplies, $750 for 
eq u ipment, $450 for contract-repair, 
$9,000 for trav el ex penses, $7,500 for 
PERS, $3,500 for workmen’s com­ 
pensation, and $3,500 for other ex ­ 
penses. 
Additional personnel to make the 
contractu ral arrangement effectiv e 
wou ld need to be hired, bu t the nu mber 
and specialties of that personnel cou ld 
not be determined u ntil the plan was 
pu t into operation. It was felt that a 


fu ll-tim e health nu rse wou ld be 
req u ired. 
If the contract becomes official, the 
Cou nty Board req u ested an option to 
lease eq u ipment presently being u sed 
by City Health personnel to sav e on 
ex penses. Items mentioned inclu ded 
two desks, two chairs, two lamps, a 
ty pewriter, and a records cabinet. 
Personnel presently employ ed by the 
city wou ld be considered for cou nty 
work when v acancies arise. 
The Cou nty Board wou ld like to work 
u nder the contract for a two-y ear 
period, with negotiations for a new 
contract starting after the first y ear. 
They wou ld also like an ex -officio 
liaison person appointed by the City 
Board to sit in at all meetings and 
discu ss problems in the city . 
Fees cu rrently collected by the city 
for issu ance of permits wou ld be 
collected by the cou nty and dedu cted 


from the city ’s cost.

“kicked-arou nd” 
Monday was the 
method of pay ment for the serv ices. 
The method, which mu st be ap­ 
prov ed by Circlev ille cou ncil, is 
strictly a bookeeping matter that will 
req u ire legal assistance to establish. 
Members of the Cou nty Board were 
u nder the impression that a six -month 
pre-pay ment wou ld hav e to be made 
by the city if the proposed contract 
takes affect. 
Fu nds for the operation of the 
Cou nty 
Health 
D epartm ent 
are 
collected from each township, and 
board members didn’t want to ex tract 
the added ex penses 
of 
the 
city 
operation from the township tru stee 
treasu ry . 
Howev er, according to May or Frank 
Barnhill, the city cou ldn’t pay su ch a 
hu ge su m of money in one pay ment. 


It was decided, if it can be ac­ 
complished legally , to fu nd the city ’s 
contract monthly , or perhaps q u ar­ 
terly . 
City cou ncil is not ex pected to 
discu ss the proposal tonight in their 
regu lar meeting, althou gh the Board of 
Health wanted an answer by its nex t 
meeting, Oct. 29, 
The # city shou ld hav e an answer no 
later than Nov . 19, according to May or 
Barnhill. That wou ld allow for a 
m ax imu m three readings of the 
proposal. 
The threatened su spension 
of

B arthelm as’ * 
landfill 
operator’s license was lifted by the 
Board of Health Monday night after 
daily inspections of the site by health 
department personnel rev ealed that 
Barthelmas was working to conform 
the operation to state specifications. 
Major problems hav e been or are in 


the process of being corrected, the 
board said. 
One of the primary complaints, 
ex posed garbage and ru bbish, has 
been cov ered and landfill workers are 
constru cting a trench to bu ry each 
day ’s collection. 


The board cited Barthelmas for 
striv ing to maintain standards at the 
landfill, bu t said they will watch the 
operation closely , with possible daily 
inspections to insu re that standards 
are maintained. 


Barthelmas has been threatened 
with su spension of his license sev eral 
times in the past, bu t in each case 
conformed his operation to the orders 
of the health department. 
The landfill is located on Rou te 104, 
sou th of Rou te 22, and is the only 
licensed solid waste disposal operation 
in Pickaway Cou nty . 
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Family Grocery 
Bill Rises Ag ain 
During Sep temb er

The family grocery bill followed an 
all-too-familiar u pward pattern du ring 
September, an Associated Press mar- 
ketbasket su rv ey showed, althou gh 
there were a few bargains at the m eat 
cou nter. 
The cost of eggs, lau ndry detergent, 
cookies and su gar generally went u p 
last month, while the price of pork 
chops and chopped chu ck went down. 
The AP drew u p a random list of 15 
commonly pu rchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the prices on March 1, 
1973, at a su permarket in each of 13 
cities and rechecked at the beginning 
of su cceeding months. 
The latest check showed that du ring 
September the bill for the 15 items 
went u p in 11 cities and down in two — 
Seattle, Wash., and Salt Lake City , 
Utah. On the av erage, the bill at the 
start of October was 2.3 per cent higher 
than it was at the beginning of Sep­ 
tember and 12 per cent more than at 
the start of the y ear. 
The latest price boosts in the AP 
su rv ey generally reflected higher 
farm prices cau sed by drou ght and bad 
weather in the Midwest. There is some 
hope for the fu tu re, howev er. 
The Agricu ltu re Department said 
Monday that prices paid to farm ers 
dropped 2 per cent from Au g. 15 to 
Sept. 15, the first decline since last 
spring. The lower farm prices cou ld 
mean lower su permarket prices in a 
cou ple of months — if retailers pass 
along the sav ings. 
Administration officials hav e said 
that food prices will continu e to rise in 
1975, althou gh at a slower pace than in 
1974. The 1974 boost in food prices is 


ex pected to be between 15 and 17 per 
cent, officials say . 
The latest AF su rv ey showed that 
the price of a dozen, mediu m white 
eggs went u p du ring September in 12 of 
13 cities checked. Eggs were not av ail­ 
able at the 13th su permarket. Despite 
the increases, howev er, eggs remained 
cheaper than they were at the start of 
the y ear, av eraging 13 per cent less 
than they did at the beginning of 
Janu ary . 
Detergent, which remained fairly 
stable in price earlier, started rising 
du ring September, du e to higher 
manu factu ring costs cau sed by in­ 
creases in prices charged for raw 
materials. 
The price of lau ndry detergent went 
u p in nine cities du ring September, 
rising an av erage of 8 per cent. The 
price went down in one city and was 
u nchanged in three. 
Center cu t pork chops went down in 
sev en cities, with the declines ranging 
u p to 30 per cent in Seattle where the 
price dropped from $1.69 a pou nd to 
$119 . Chopped chu ck was down in six 
cities. 
The items on the AP checklist were: 
chopped chu ck, center cu t pork chops, 
frozen orange ju ice concentrate, 
coffee, paper towels, bu tter, Grade-A 
mediu m white eggs, creamy peanu t 
bu tter, lau ndry detergent, fabric 
softener, tomato sau ce, chocolate chip 
cookies, milk, all-beef frankfu rters 
and granu lated su gar.

Doctors Believe Mrs. Ford 
Has Chance At Longer Life 


WASHINGTON iAP) - First I.ady 
3etty Ford’s doctors say they remain 
jptimistic for her “prolonged su r- 
/iv al” despite discov ery of some 
:ancer cells in ly mph gland tissu e 
-emov ed 
du ring 
breast 
cancer 
su rgery . 
And the President said he certainly 
shares that optimism, althou gh he said 
the pathology report raises some 
q u estions. Statistics indicate th at 
finding of cancer cells in ly mph nodes 
in su ch cases u su ally diminishes 
chances for a long-term cu re. 
Pay ing a v isit to his wife Monday 
night after the final pathology report 
was issu ed, the President said he had 
“fu ll faith in the doctors — I think 
they ’re the ex perts and we’ll follow 
their adv ice.” 
He noted a great improv ement in his 
wife’s condition and described her as 
“mu ch, mu ch better.’’ 
“With her strong, fine attitu de,” the 
President said of his wife, “ I think 
ev ery thing will work ou t all right.”

William Fou ty , who performed the 
su rgery , and White Hou se phy sician 
William Lu kash, said the final 
pathology report, an ex amination of 
tissu es remov ed in the operation, 
showed: 
“Microscopic inv olv ement of cancer 
in only 2 ou t of 30 ly mph nodes. There 
was no inv olv ement in local blood v es­ 
sels.” 
“Considering that only two ly mph 
nodes were inv olv ed and that there is 
no clinical ev idence of cancer spread 
to other areas,” they 
said they 
“remain optimistic for a prolonged 
su rv iv al.” 
After 
the 
three-hou r 
su rgery 
Satu rday on Mrs. Ford, Fou ty , 
chairman of su rgery at the Bethesda 
Nav al Medical Center, was asked if 
discov ery of some malignancy in 
ly mphatic tissu e wou ld be an ominou s 
sign. 
He said, “This wou ld not be par­ 
ticu larly an ominou s sign. It wou ld not 
be particu larly a bad sign. People do 
respond to fu rther therapy . There 
wou ld be no more su rgical procedu res 
done becau se all of this tissu e wou ld be 
remov ed.” 
And, now that they hav e the findings 
in hand, the doctors said that the nex t 
step in Mrs. Ford’s case will be to 
make special diagnostic stu dies to de­ 
cide whether x -ray , hormonal or 
chemotherapy shou ld be u sed “to 
insu re max imu m treatment of this 
cancer.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Gov . John 
J. Gilligan is meeting today with Ohio 
bu sinessmen and bu ilders to discu ss 
the new federal hou sing act and its 
anticipated effect on the sta te ’s 
bu ilding indu stry . 
Gilligan inv ited 23 indu stry leaders 
to the one-day Statehou se conference 
to “ begin form u lating reasonable 
solu tions to the bu ilding indu stry ’s 
cu rrent crisis.” 
A major topic on the agenda will be 
the federal Hou sing and Commu nity 
Dev elopment Act and its impact on 
pending state legislation for a state 
hou sing finance agency . Gilligan said 
the finance agency cou ld u se the new 
law “to bring federal dollars to Ohio to 
bu ild hou sing,” 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Once- 
mighty officials of the Nix on ad­ 
ministration went on trial today on 
charges they tried to block the in­ 
v estigation of the Ju ne 1972 Watergate 
break-in. 
At 9 :29 a.m. by the cou rtroom clock, 
U.S. District Ju dge John J. Sirica 
entered the cou rtroom to preside in the 
case of “The United States v ersu s John 
Mitchell, et al.” 
Most of the seats in the cou rtroom 
were taken 
by 
a 
panel 
of 
170 
prospectiv e ju rors. Sirica told them he 
wou ld begin by asking general 
q u estions to weed ou t any obv iou sly 
u nq u alified and then q u estion the re­ 
mainder in priv ate. 
Twelv e ju rors and six alternates will 
be chosen. Sirica has said he hopes to 
complete the trial before Christmas, 
The fiv e defendants inclu de former 
Atty . Gen. John N. Mitchell and ex - 
White Hou se aides H.R. Haldeman and 
John D. Ehrlichman. 
The defense and prosecu tion hav e 
su bpoenaed former President Nix on as 
a witness. 
N either Nix on nor his lawy er, 


Herbert J. Miller, has made any pu blic 
response to the su bpoenas. Monday , 
howev er, Dr. John C. Lu ngren, the 
ailing former President’s phy sician, 
said he believ es it wou ld be “at least a 
month, may be three months,” before 
Nix on cou ld trav el from California to 
Washington. 
Nix on entered Memorial Hospital 
Center of Ix ing Beach, Calif., a week 
ago su ffering from a recu rrence of the 
phlebitis that trou bled him du ring his 
last y ear in office. After he entered the 
hospital, doctors disclosed that a small 
blood clot had mov ed from Nix on’s left 
leg to his right lu ng. 
While still president, Nix on was 
named an u nindicted coconspirator in 
the case. President Ford su bseq u ently 
granted him a pardon for any federal 
offenses committed while Nix on was in 
office. 
The defendants sou ght u nsu c­ 
cessfu lly to delay the trial u ntil nex t 
y ear on the grou nds the u nprecedented 
pu blicity generated by Watergate, 
inclu ding the resignation and pardon 
of Nix on, wou ld make it impossible to 
find u nbiased ju rors.

Howev er, Sirica refu sed to 
dismiss the charges against Strachan, 
who claimed the case against him was 
based on testimony he gav e u nder 
what he thou ght was an agreement it 
wou ldn’t be u sed against him. 
I.ater in the day , he rejected Mar- 
dian’s req u est for a separate trial. 
Charges against a 
sev enth de­ 
fendant, former White Hou se special 
cou nsel Charles W. Colson, were 
dismissed after he pleaded gu ilty in a 
separate case. 
All fiv e defendants are charged with 
one cou nt each of conspiracy to ob­ 
stru ct ju stice. All bu t Mardian also are 
charged with one cou nt each of ob­ 
stru ction of ju stice. 
In addition, Mitchell, Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman are charged with ly ing to 
au thorities inv estigating the break-in 
and cov er-u p. 
The indictment, retu rned by a 
federal grand ju ry last March 1, 
alleged that all fiv e defendants con­ 
spired to thwart the inv estigation of 
the break-in at Democratic National 
Committee headq u arters in order to 
hide the identities of the admin­ 
istration and Nix on campaign officials 
who planned and knew abou t it.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
has giv en more weight to pu blic 
conv enience than the energy shortage 
by v oting to restore standard time in 
the nation this winter. 
Senate passage withou t debate or 
dissent 
Monday sent the 
bill 
to 
President Ford, who is ex pected to 
sign it. 


As a resu lt, v irtu ally all Americans 
will set their clocks back one hou r Oct. 
27, ending 10 straight months of 
day light sav ing tú ne. The only ex ­ 
ceptions will be residents of eastern 
Indiana, Hawaii, Arizona, Pu erto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and Samoa, 
who observ e standard time 12 months 
a y ear. 
Nex t Feb. 23, clocks will be set 
forward an hou r. Then, 
u nless 
Congress interv enes again, the regu lar 
pattern of day light tú ne six months a 
y ear wou ld be resu med in October 
1975. 


Year-rou nd day light tú ne was ap­ 
prov ed by Congress last December as 
an energy -conserv ativ e measu re, and 
became effectiv e Jan. 6 for a 22-month 
period. 


The Senate Commerce Committee, 
in recommending a retu rn to standard 
time du ring Nov ember, December, 
Janu ary and Febru ary , reported the 
eq u iv alent of 100,000 barrels of oil per 
day was sav ed du ring the first fou r 
months of 1974 becau se of day light 
time. 
Bu t su ch sav ings “mu st be balanced 
against a majority of the pu blic’s 
distaste for the observ ance of day light 
sav ing tú ne” du ring the winter, the 
committee said.

He 
asked: “Ho w many times hav e each o f 
u s been g u ilty o f leav ing an u nattended 
car o r tru ck u nlo cked, o r no t checking 
to make su re all do o rs and windo ws 
are secu red befo re leav ing o u r ho me 
o r bu siness!" 
Radcliff co ntinu ed say ing that with 
children no w back in scho o l, many 
Mo thers who wo rk du ring the scho o l 
y ear, there are fewer p erso ns in any 
neig hbo rho o d who mig ht no tice a thief 
o r bu rg lar at wo rk. TTiis increases the 
p o ssibility o f su ccessfu l day time 
in­ 
tru sio ns, and, co u p led with the lo ng er 
ho u rs o f darkness, intensifies the 
p ro blem o f p rev enting o r co ntro lling 
crime.

Radcliff 
stressed that the p ro g ram is o f little 
v alu e witho u t the su p p o rt and p ar­ 
ticip atio n by resp o nsible citizens.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—*Every so 
often—3,875 times in the last three 
years—the state auditor issues what is 
called a “ finding for recovery.” 
That means he found a shortage of 
funds in a public official’s account. 
“ Down in the hills they would call it 
stealing,” said 0. F. Knippenburg, an 
aide to Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson, a 
product of those Ohio hills himself. 
Those findings for recovery have 
been issued by Ferguson’s office since 
1971, and the 3,875 total doesn’t 
represent a high percentage of 
pilfering, Knippenburg said. 
“ That figure represents close to 
9,000 audits,” he said, “ so percentage­ 
wise it isn’t that hieh.” 
Although the findings total figures 
out at 43 per cent of the total audits, the 


actual percentage is about 8 per cent 
because there may be many separate 
findings within a single audit. 
The total findings over the last three 
years involved recovery of a total of 
about $3.7 million, broken down this 
way: 
Counties and townships 825 
findings, for $1 million; cities and 
villages 1,462 findings for $2 million; 
schools 1,512 findings for $512,825; 
libraries 60 findings for $8,068; state 
five findings for $64,366, and univer­ 
sities 11 findings for $53,509. 
The state auditor finds the short­ 
ages, but he doesn’t collect them. 
That's up to a city solicitor, a county 
prosecutor or, in the case of shortages 
in state accounts, to the attorney 
general. 
Often the shortage is returned before

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)— Gas cost 
a penny less at Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) 
stations this morning, but Sohio said 
the price rollback had nothing to do 
with a government charge last week 
that the firm was guilty of $10 million 
in overcharges in the iast two years. 


The reduction was announced by 
marketing vice president Robert G. 
Griffin, who said the price cutback 
reflected a drop in crude oil costs. 


Federal Energy Office regulations 
require the firm to allow customers to 
benefit from lower crude oil costs just 
as they permit prices to be raised once 
a month to pass through higher costs. 


“ A decline in Sohio’s average per- 
harrel cost for crude oil has now 
allowed Sohio to cut prices back a total 
of five cents per gallon on gasoline 
since May, which was the high point in 
the federal government’s program to 
pass through crude oil costs on a 
monthly basis,” Griffin said. 
The new pump prices were to be 52.8 
cents a gallon for regular and lead-free 
gasoline and 56.8 cents for premium, 
he said. 
Dealer stations also were required to 
pass the saving along to the customer, 
Sohio said. 
The prices to dealers were to be 45.5 
cents a gallon for regular and lead-free 
and 49 cents for premium, Griffin said. 
The prices included 11 cents in state 
and federal taxes. 
Griffin added that gasoline is in good 
supply and should stay in good supply 
this winter, barring an unforseen 
disruption of market patterns.

the audit is completed, Knippenburg 
said. In those cases, it is noted that re­ 
payment has been made. 
The local prosecutor can decide 
whether to make a settlement or press 
criminal charges against the person 
involved, 
The state always gets its money 
because public officials handling funds 
have to post bonds. 
“ The bonding companies pay the 
public fund where the shortage oc­ 
curred,” said Knippenburg, “ but 
naturally they want their money back 
Then they go after him.” 
If a local prosecutor takes no action, 
the auditor’s office has up to 90 days to 
turn the issue over to the Ohio attorney 
general. 
When a state official is involved the 
auditor is required to give the in­ 
formation it has collected to the at­ 
torney general. 
In cases where money has been 
spent out of the wrong fund, the auditor 
will report the expenditures were 
illegal 
but make 
no finding for 
recovery unless there was criminal in­ 
tent. 
“ When it’s an illegal expenditure, 
but entered into by both parties in good 
faith and the service contracted for 
was performed, we won’t issue such a 
finding,” said Knippenburg. “ We’ll 
point out, though, that it was contrary 
to the statutes.”

Shared Prob lem 


Proof that heads of state are 
preoccupied with internal 
affairs is the lack of large 
numbers of foreign leaders 
coming to Washington to meet 
the new 
President. 
It had 
become almost a tradition for 
the parade to form in days 
after a new incumbent moved 
into the White House. 


Another reason for the near 
void in official visits is the 
broad scope of change which 
has occurred in governments 
in the last year. One major 
exception in Washington is 
the visit of Japanese Prime 
Minister Tanaka. 


Japanese-American 
re­ 
lations have improved since 
they plummeted precariously 
in 1971, on the heels of two 
actions by former President 
Nixon. The unexpected an­ 
nouncement of the Nixon visit 
to Peking, a total reversal of 
previous American policy and 


one made without prior con­ 
sultation with Tokyo, shocked 
the Japanese as little else has 
done since World War II. 


In the same year the United 
States levied a temporary 10 
per cent surcharge on imports 
in an effort to stabilize the 
trade balance. This tax hit 
hardest at the Japanese, who 
were enjoying a huge trade 
surplus with the U.S. 


All that is in the past, but 
Prime Minister Tanaka is in 
serious political trouble. 
A 
rate of inflation larger than in 
most of the West and con­ 
stantly rising living costs have 
dropped his administration s 
popularity. Ominous for the 
U.S., his political party is the 
only major one which upholds 
the continuation of a broad 
defense treaty with the U.S. 
Underlying the importance 
of that relationship is the 
scheduled trip of President 


Ford to Tokyo on Nov. iy. it is 
a rescheduled trip formerly 
planned for President Nixon 
and it will mark two firsts for 
the new president. 
It will be the first time an 
Am erican 
president 
has 
visited Japan and it will be the 
first Foreign trip for Gerald 
Ford since his elevation to the 
White House. 
In a world which in many 
ways is changing its political 
relationships too rapidly for 
comfort, it is important to both 
nations that Japan and the 
United States maintain best 
possible 
relations. 
The 
Tanaka-Ford exchange visits 
are designed primarily to do 
just that. 
As the dominant industrial 
and economic force in the 
Pacific, Japan has a major 
role to play in world affairs. 
Its first challenge, like that of 
the 
U.S., 
is 
to 
bring 
its 
economy under control. 


Up, Up And Aw ay 


NEW YORK — So suppose you’re 
Malcolm S. Forbes and you’ve got it 
made. You’ve had it made for most of 
your life: 
I^awrenceville Academy 
(cum laude), 
Princeton, 
beautiful 
wife, four stalwart sons and a lovely 
daughter named Moira, vestryman in 
the Episcopal church, member of the 
New York Racquet and Tennis Club, 
New York Yacht Club, and owner, 
publisher and editor-in-chief of Forbes 
Magazine, one of the more prestigious 
bibles of that downtown New York 
crossroads named Broad and Wall. 
So why do you want to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean in a balloon? What are 
you, some kind of a nut? 
You’ve got offices, apartments and 
homes all over hell ‘n’ gone, plus boats, 
cars and a DC-9 that give you vast 
realms in which to wander. So you and 
your friend, Dr. Thomas F. Hein- 
sheimer, the aerospace scientist, will 
spend a week or two in a gondola about 
the size of a telephone booth and 
subsist on C-rations. The only exercise 
available will be standing up after 
sitting down. You and the doc will 
sleep in aluminum and canvas 
cocoons. 
You will try the Atlantic bit this 
coming 
December 
or 
January 
dangling from a series of 12 gas 
balloons strung out in four units of 
three. Vertically, the assembly will 
stand almost as tall as the Empire 
State Building. The gondola will sway 
400 feet below the uppermost cluster of 
balloons. Below the gondola will be a 
600-foot guide rope. The whole works 
will be christened “ Windborne.” 
You know, of course, as Undberg 
did, that you can get in a lot of trouble 
defying the Atlantic. History records 
12 efforts to balloon across it. The 
balloonists who tried batted 
.000. 
Here’s the box score: 
1859 — Two optimists named Had­ 
dock and 
Montaigne ascended from 
Watertown, N.Y. They also descended 
on Watertown, and were killed; 
1873 — The New York Daily Graphic 
sponsored a 3-man balloon flight in­ 
volving hearty souls named Capt. W. 
H. Donaldson, George Ashton Lunt and 
Alfred Ford. The takeoff was from 
Brooklyn. The trans-atlantic flight fell 
somewhat short — in New Canaan, 
Conn. 
1878 — Samuel King and John Wise 
of St. Louis — obviously an air-minded 
town even then — patched together a

balloon they named “ Atlantic.” It was 
an overstatement. It never got out of 
St. Ixmis. 
That 
apparently 
discouraged 
Atlantic ballooning ambitions for three 
or four generations. But the ocean, like 
Everest, was “ there,” and therefore 
must be conquered by a bag of wind. So 


1958 — Four Britishers decided that 
the best way to do it was to sail 
against, not 
with, the prevailing 
winds! They lifted off from the Canary 
Islands intent upon the West Indies. 
Incredibly, their “ The Small World” 
traveled 1,200 miles in four days before 
it ran into a muscular storm that 
knocked it to the surface of the sea. 
Their sea-worthy gondola was a 
marvel. They sailed it safely 1,500 
miles to Barbados. 
1968-1969 — Francis Brenton, an 
Englishman, living in Chicago, tried it 
twice, from the Canaries and from 
Maderia, and was twice dunked. 
1968 — Two Canadians, Mark 
Winters and Jerry Kostur, rose from 
Halifax and got as far as 50 miles short 
of Nova Scotia before their bag 
sagged. 
1970 — Jaunty stockbroker Rodney 
Anderson and his daring wife Pamela, 
along with a British professional 
balloonist named Malcolm Brighton 
rose from posh East Hampton, Long 


Island in their heated gas job, “ The 
Free life.” They went down off 
Newfoundland in a crushing cloud­ 
burst, and the only thing ever found of 
the ill-starred expedition was a picnic 
cooler. 
1973 — “ Yankee Zephyr,” manned 
by Bob Sparks hit the drink less than 24 
hours after his launch from Bar 
Harbor, Me. A Canadian icebreaker 
fished him out of the water 45 miles 
northeast of St. John’s, Newfoundland. 
1974 — Dashing Col. Tom Gatch 
(U.S. Army reserve), son of a famed 
World War II vice admiral, sailed 
away from Harrisburg, Pa. in a 
fiberglass gondola suspended from ten 
helium-filled balloons. His ship “ Light 
Heart,” was last reported to be 1,000 
miles west of the Canary Islands. That 
was February 21. Nothing 
since, 
despite a massive sea search. A $10,000 
reward for any information about his 
whereabouts, posted by his sisters, is 
still operative. 
1974 — Robert C. Berger kissed his 
wife good-bye at Lakehurst, N.J. and 
she was still on TV, waving and 
smiling, when his 12-story helium 
balloon came apart and he plunged to 
his death off the Jersey coast. 
Anyway, rots ruck Malcolm Forbes, 
and you, too, Doc. To paraphrase an 
old Irish wish, may the jetstream be 
always at your backs.

NEW YORK (A P) - The biggest 
components in the selling price of a 
new, single-family house are generally 
considered to be the cost of con­ 
struction materials, 32 per cent, land, 
25 per cent, and labor, about 15 per 
cent. 


Since the price of all three has risen 
sharply in the past few years, so has 
the sales price of the average new 
house—from $30,500 in 1972, to $35,500 
last year, according to The Conference 
Board. 


Over a 10-year period to 1973, states 
the board, a business and economic 
research organization, the price of

comparable new homes rose 84 per 
cent. It cites Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board figures to indicate that the price 
tags on existing homes doubled in the 
same period. 


But now the catch. With mortgage 
money tight and with many families 
unable to come up with the substantial 
down payments required, the housing 
market has shriveled almost to 
nothingness in many areas. 


This means the proud homeowner 
who brags about his hedge against 
inflation — “ I can get double what I 
paid for my house” — may be living in 
an illusory world. If there isn’t a 
market, how can there be a selling 
price? 


True, when the market comes alive 
again, he might obtain double his 
money. But if he were to sell today, he 
might find that big price tag cannot be 
converted into dollar bills. 


Even before the economic summitry 
of the past month, the subject of credit 
allocation was being discussed in 
banking and housing circles, among 
others. 


Advocates of allocation claimed that 
some deserving sections of the 
economy, such as housing, were being 
starved for funds because they 
couldn’t pay the price. Allocation of 
credit by price alone was unfair, they 
said. 


The arguments against allocation by 
other criteria, such as social good or 
greater 
productivity, 
were 
im­ 
mediately attacked by economists and 
financial men. Controls on credit, they 
claimed, would only make matters 
worse. 


What they really were saying, 
however, was that controls by 
government would be bad but that 
controls by private industry, that is, 
the bankers, would be permissable. 
The fact is, that banks must control 
their distribution of credit.

Speaking Of You r Health

Is it possible to look directly into the 
lungs to find the reason for a cough 
which has lasted for years? X-rays 
show my lungs to be normal. 
Mr. R.L.B.,Ga. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
An instrument called the bron­ 
choscope can be passed through the 
mouth directly into the lungs to inspect 
the inner lining of the bronchial tubes. 
By this method, almost all of the 
bronchial tubes can be examined for 
chronic infection and growths. 
Cultures and sputum examination 
made directly through the bron­ 
choscope add valuable information to 
the diagnosis of complicated lung 
conditions. 
It is also possible to put a liquid dye 
through the bronchoscope, allowing 
the fluid to trickle down into the more 
inaccessibel areas. 
Then, by X-ray, the dye is followed in 
an effort to uncover malformations or 
diseases that might otherwise remain 
hidden. 
Bronchoscopy can be performed 
under local or general anesthesia. It is 
not a routine procedure. It is used 
when the doctor cannot easily uncover 
the reasons for a persistent cough. 


Is a fissure of the rectum the same 
as a hemorrhoid? 


Mrs. G.C., Wash. 
Dear Mrs. C.: 
They 
are 
not 
the 
same, 
but 
sometimes they occur together. 
Hemorrhoids are enlargements of the 
veins which normally are present 
around the rectal opening. 


Poor bowel habits, straining and 
chronic constipation can enlarge these 
veins. The pressure of repeated 
childbirth can be responsible, too. 
A fissure is a slit, or a cleft, that 
occurs in the skin 
(the mucous 
membrane lining) of the rectal 
opening. Known as “ fissure-in-ano,” it 
may also be caused by straining at 
stool. 


When a fissure is neglected a small 
ulcer forms. Bleeding may occur. 
The treatment for fissure and for 
hemorrhoids is based on individual 
evaluation of the condition. Local 
treatment or surgery can be the 
decision only of the doctor who has 
followed the course of the problem.

The n ewspaper’s Tu esday edition s 
said the charg es were con tain ed in a 
2lu -in ch-thick report compiled by fou r 
state ex amin ers from Ju ly 1, 197 2, to 
March 18, 1974. The report was to be 
released today . 
The au ditors reportedly fou n d that 
the Rhodes adm in istration spen t 
$250,000 for 715 acres in October 1966, 
weeks before soil tests showed the 
property too wet to bu ild on . 
The state then paid $425,525 for more 
lan d an d was forced to spen d $650,000 
to improv e that. 
The report also states the prison 
cou ld hav e been bu ilt in Ion don on 
lan d Ohio already own ed. 
A 1961 Departmen t of Pu blic Works 
docu men t is cited which shows the 
facility cou ld hav e been bu ilt on “g ood 
lev el farmlan d” with pu rchase of 210 
acres for $65,000 plu s the state lan d.

COLUMBUS, Ohio íA P)— George 
Smith, the Republican candidate for 
attorney general, said Monday in­ 
cumbent William J. Brown’s “ inex­ 
cusable negligence” in the handling of 
a nursing homes loan case had cost the 
state $2 million. 
Smith said Brown had lost a chance 
to sue Four Seasons Nursing Centers 
for $250,000 interest on state loans 
when he failed to file “ a single sheet of 
paper,” separating Ohio’s case from 
those of a mass of creditors. 
“ Brown’s neglect resulted in a 
form al settlement agreement ef­ 
fectively denying Ohio all interest 
income and making Ohio accept a 
small fraction ($400,000) of the money 
due the state,” Smith said on Monday. 
Brown’s office conceded Monday the 
form enabling Ohio to “ opt out" of the 
lumped together settlement had been 
inadvertently overlooked when the 
state received a voluminous set of 
papers announcing the proposed 
settlement in 
October of 
1972. 
However, a spokesman for the at­ 
torney general said Smith had over­ 
simplified a complicated situation. 
Brown filed a $4 million lawsuit in 
March of 1972 in an effort to recover 
the loan principal, interest and 
damages from Four Seasons, which 
went into bankruptcy and was sub­ 
sequently reorganized as ANTA Corp. 
The State loans to Four Seasons were 
made in 1970 and became part of the 
Statehouse loan scandal that year 
under the Rhodes administration. 
litigation involving hundreds of 
creditors against 
Four Seasons 
eventually 
was 
transferred 
to 
Oklahoma City—but not Ohio’s case. 
However, the federal judge hearing 
the case in Oklahoma City redefined 
the class action suit as broad enough to 
include Ohio. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Ron Brown said the 
state’s lawyers were under the im­ 
pression the case had been settled 
“ around Ohio” when the decision was 
announced on Dec. 4, 1972. It had not 
been. 
“ They shortcutted steps which 
normally occur in a class action case,” 
Ron Brown said.

“ Until other beef importing nations 
reopen their borders and absorb some 
of the world’s beef surplus, U.S. cat­ 
tlemen have no alternative but to insist 
upon an embargo on beef imports,” 
Gordon 
Van 
Vleck, 
association 
president, said in Denver. 
In his analysis today, Anlauf said 
Canada apparently wants to roll back 
U.S. cattle and 
beef imports to 
historical levels but fails to take into 
consideration what has happened 
lately regarding shifts in Canadian 
beef grading standards. 
Anlauf said a new Canadian beef 
grading system in October 1972 
resulted in a severe decrease in the 
supply of animals in lower-grade 
categories. As a result, animals that 
had previously been mostly in the top 
grades 
destined 
for 
hotel 
and 
restaurant 
consumption 
were 
discounted heavily and graded in 
lower categories. 
“ To meet the new requirements, 
Canadian cattle feeders shortened 
their feeding period to produce 
animals with less (fat) marbling and 
leaner beef,” Anlauf said 
But, he said, the hotel and restaurant 
trade continued to demand the 
previously higher grades of beef. That 
helped prompt a large volume of U.S. 
grain-fed cattle and beef into the 
Canadian market. 
The current quota system permits 
82,835 live slaughter cattle from the 
United States to enter Canada during 
the year, plus 17.9 million pounds of 
fresh and frozen dressed beef. By 
comparison, in calendar 1973 about 


185,000 head of U.S. cattle and 35 
million pounds of meat moved into the 
Canadian market.

The second-year pro from tiny 
Northeast Missouri State has soothed 
the loss of top ground gainer Essex 
Johnson. 
“ It doesn’t bother me one bit that 
I ’m not starting,” said the Bengals 
10th round draft choice of 1973. “ I ’m 
contributing, that’s the important 
thing.” 
The 23-year-old Missouri native has 
produced as a spot player in Coach 
Paul Brown’s scheme of firing fresh 
backs at the opposition. 
“ Coach took Charlie Davis and I 
aside the other day and said he con­ 
sidered us both starters. He said he 
didn’t want either of us to think of our­ 
selves as second stringers just because 
somebody starts a game,” said Elliott.

NEW YORK (A P) - Texas A&M 
and Texas Tech, a pair of perennial 
Southwest Conference also-rans, found 
themselves listed among the nation’s 
top 10 college football teams Monday 
in the Associated Press weekly poll of 
sportswriters and broadcasters. 
A&M, 3-0, got into the prestigious top 
five this time around, advancing from 
ninth to fifth on the strength of a 28-15 
victory over Washington. The Aggies 
collected 554 total points and even 
drew a first-place vote on one ballot. 
Tech, 2-0-1, was not even listed in the 
top 20 last week, but vaulted into the 
No. 10 spot this week after shocking 
Texas 26-3. 
Ohio State, 3-0, remained the 
nation’s No. 1 team after defeating 
Southern Methodist 28-9. The Buckeyes 
collected 26 firstplace votes and 1,044 
points. 
Oklahoma, 2-0, was just a shade 
behind with 25 first-place votes and 
1,002 points. The Sooners embarrassed 
Utah State 72-3 to move up from third 
to second place. 
Alabama, 3-0, and Michigan, 4-0, 
climbed one place each. The No. 3 
Crimson Tide collected three first- 
place selections and 898 points after 
topping Vanderbilt 23-10, while Mich­ 
igan picked up four first-place votes 
and 878 points after sinking Navy 52-0. 
Nebraska, 3-0, jumped from 10th to 


6th by bombing Northwestern 49-7; 
defending national champion Notre 
Dame, 2-1, plummeted from second to 
seventh after being upset by Purdue 
30-21; North Carolina State, 4-0, 
jumped from 13th to 8th by virtue of a 
28-22 triumph over Syracuse; and 
Southern California, 1-1, advanced 
from 18th to 9th after topping Pitt 16-7.

He said p lan members in ind iv id u al 
u nits will not su bsid ize membership in 
other p lans throu gh rates. Each u nit 
will retain its own fu nd s and rate 
stru ctu re based on costs, Walker said .

Walker said lim a officials elected to 
join the larger u nit after a test ru n of 
their op erating p roced u res was p u t 
throu gh the Cincinnati comp u ters. 


The lim a p lan encomp asses Allen, 
Au galize, Hancock, Hard in, Mercer, 
Pu tnam, Shelby and Van Wert. 


“This is the first time,” said Walker, 
“that mergers hav e been sou ght 
between healthy p lans." 


He said Hosp ital Care Corp . is now 
second in membership in Ohio only to 
the Clev eland p lan. If Canton and 
You ngstown elect to join, it will be the 
eighth largest p lan in the United 
States.

Health Contract Has $30,000 Price Tag

Herald Staff Writer 
The ball (known as contractual 
health care for the city of Circleville) 
changed hands again Monday night as 
it headed back to city council for 
discussion, and a final decision. 
Members of the County and City 
Boards of Health met in informal 
session Monday to discuss terms of the 
proposed contract that will, if adopted, 
be of benefit to both the city and 
county. 
Price tag put on the contract by the 
County was $30,000 a year. 
If accepted, citizens of Circleville 
will receive the same services offered 
to county residents by the County 
Health Department. The City Health 
Department and Board of Health 
would be dissolved. 
Under the proposed operation, mc 
types of programs offered by the 


County are expected to be more ef­ 
ficient and thorough and there is a 
• possibility of additional services. 
Budget of the County Health 
Department, currently at $71,900 a 
year, would be increased to ap­ 
proximately $101,850 if the city con­ 
tracts for health services. 
The rough budget, drawn up by I^eo 
Kahanek and the Board of Health, 
calls for yearly expenses of $68,450 for 
salaries, $4,700 for supplies, $750 for 
equipment, $450 for contract-repair, 
$9,000 for travel expenses, $7,500 for 
PERS, $3,500 for workmen’s com­ 
pensation, and $3,500 for other ex­ 
penses. 
Additional personnel to make the 
contractural arrangement effective 
would need to be hired, but the number 
and specialties of that personnel could 
not be determined until the plan was 
put into operation. It was felt that a 


full-tim e health nurse would be 
required. 
If the contract becomes official, the 
County Board requested an option to 
lease equipment presently being used 
by City Health personnel to save on 
expenses. Items mentioned included 
two desks, two chairs, two lamps, a 
typewriter, and a records cabinet. 
Personnel presently employed by the 
city would be considered for county 
work when vacancies arise. 
The County Board would like to work 
under the contract for a two-year 
period, with negotiations for a new 
contract starting after the first year. 
They would also like an ex-officio 
liaison person appointed by the City 
Board to sit in at all meetings and 
discuss problems in the city. 
Fees currently collected by the city 
for issuance of permits would be 
collected by the county and deducted 


from the city’s cost.

block 
“kicked-around” Monday was the 
method of payment for the services. 
The method, which must be ap­ 
proved by Circleville council, is 
strictly a bookeeping matter that will 
require legal assistance to establish. 
Members of the County Board were 
under the impression that a six-month 
pre-payment would have to be made 
by the city if the proposed contract 
takes affect. 
Funds for the operation of the 
County 
Health 
Departm ent 
are 
collected from each township, and 
board members didn’t want to extract 
the added 
expenses of 
the 
city 
operation from the township trustee 
treasury. 
However, according to Mayor Frank 
Barnhill, the city couldn’t pay such a 
huge sum of money in one payment. 


It was decided, if it can be ac­ 
complished legally, to fund the city’s 
contract monthly, or perhaps quar­ 
terly. 
City council is not expected to 
discuss the proposal tonight in their 
regular meeting, although the Board of 
Health wanted an answer by its next 
meeting, Oct. 29 
The.city should have an answer no 
later than Nov. 19, according to Mayor 
Barnhill. That would allow for a 
m aximum three readings of the 
proposal.

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Family Grocery 
Bill Rises Again 
During September

The family grocery bill followed an 
all-too-familiar upward pattern during 
September, an Associated Press mar- 
ketbasket survey showed, although 
there were a few bargains at the meat 
counter. 
The cost of eggs, laundry detergent, 
cookies and sugar generally went up 
last month, while the price of pork 
chops and chopped chuck went down. 
The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the prices on March I, 
1973, at a supermarket in each of 13 
cities and rechecked at the beginning 
of succeeding months. 
The latest check showed that during 
September the bill for the 15 items 
went up in ll cities and down in two — 
Seattle, Wash., and Salt Lake City, 
Utah. On the average, the bill at the 
start of October was 2.3 per cent higher 
than it was at the beginning of Sep­ 
tember and 12 per cent more than at 
the start of the year. 
The latest price boosts in the AP 
survey generally reflected higher 
farm prices caused by drought and bad 
weather in the Midwest. There is some 
hope for the future, however. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Monday that prices paid to farmers 
dropped 2 per cent from Aug. 15 to 
Sept. 15, the first decline since last 
spring. The lower farm prices could 
mean lower supermarket prices in a 
couple of months — if retailers pass 
along the savings. 
Administration officials have said 
that food prices will continue to rise in 
1975, although at a slower pace than in 
1974. The 1974 boost in food prices is 


expected to be between 15 and 17 per 
cent, officials say. 
The latest AP survey showed that 
the price of a dozen, medium white 
eggs went up during September in 12 of 
13 cities checked. Eggs were not avail­ 
able at the 13th supermarket. Despite 
the increases, however, eggs remained 
cheaper than they were at the start of 
the year, averaging 13 per cent less 
than they did at the beginning of 
January. 
Detergent, which remained fairly 
stable in price earlier, started rising 
during September, due to higher 
manufacturing costs caused by in­ 
creases in prices charged for raw 
materials. 
The price of laundry detergent went 
up in nine cities during September, 
rising an average of 8 per cent. The 
price went down in one city and was 
unchanged in three. 
Center cut pork chops went down in 
seven cities, with the declines ranging 
up to 30 per cent in Seattle where the 
price dropped from $1.69 a pound to 
$1.19. Chopped chuck was down in six 
cities. 
The items on the AP checklist were: 
chopped chuck, center cut pork chops, 
frozen orange juice concentrate, 
coffee, paper towels, butter, Grade-A 
medium white eggs, creamy peanut 
butter, laundry detergent, fabric 
softener, tomato sauce, chocolate chip 
cookies, milk, all-beef frankfurters 
and granulated sugar.

Doctors Believe Mrs. Ford 
Has Chance At Longer Life 


WASHINGTON (AP) - First Lady 
Betty Ford’s doctors say they remain 
optimistic for her “prolonged sur­ 
vival” despite discovery of some 
cancer cells in lymph gland tissue 
rem oved 
during 
breast 
cancer 
surgery. 
And the President said he certainly 
shares that optimism, although he said 
the pathology report raises some 
questions. Statistics indicate that 
finding of cancer cells in lymph nodes 
in such cases usually diminishes 
chances for a long-term cure. 
Paying a visit to his wife Monday 
night after the final pathology report 
was issued, the President said he had 
“full faith in the doctors — I think 
they’re the experts and we’ll follow 
their advice.” 
He noted a great improvement in his 
wife’s condition and described her as 
“much, much better.” 
“With her strong, fine attitude,” the 
President said of his wife, “I think 
everything will work out all right.” 
Mrs. Ford’s doctors, Navy Capt. 
CrH A FFIT I 
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William Fouty, who performed the 
surgery, and White House physician 
William Lukash, said the final 
pathology report, an examination of 
tissues removed in the operation, 
showed: 
“Microscopic involvement of cancer 
in only 2 out of 30 lymph nodes. There 
was no involvement in local blood ves­ 
sels.” 
“Considering that only two lymph 
nodes were involved and that there is 
no clinical evidence of cancer spread 
to other areas,” they said they 
“remain optimistic for a prolonged 
survival.” 
After 
the 
three-hour 
surgery 
Saturday on Mrs. Ford, Fouty, 
chairman of surgery at the Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center, was asked if 
discovery of some malignancy in 
lymphatic tissue would be an ominous 
sign. 
He said, “This would not be par­ 
ticularly an ominous sign. It would not 
be particularly a bad sign. People do 
respond to further therapy. There 
would be no more surgical procedures 
done because all of this tissue would be 
removed.” 
And, now that they have the findings 
in hand, the doctors said that the next 
step in Mrs. Ford’s case will be to 
make special diagnostic studies to de­ 
cide whether x-ray, hormonal or 
chemotherapy should be used “to 
insure maximum treatment of this 
cancer.”

W atergate Trial 
Jury Selection 
Is Under W ay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Once- 
mighty officials of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration went on trial today on 
charges they tried to block the in­ 
vestigation of the June 1972 Watergate 
break-in. 
At 9.29 arn. by the courtroom clock, 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
entered the courtroom to preside in the 
case of “The United States versus John 
Mitchell, et a1.” 
Most of the seats rn the courtroom 
were taken 
by 
a 
panel 
of 
170 
prospective jurors. Sirica told them he 
would begin by asking general 
questions to weed out any obviously 
unqualified and then question the re­ 
mainder in private. 
Twelve jurors and six alternates will 
be chosen. Sirica has said he hopes to 
complete the trial before Christmas. 
The five defendants include former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and ex- 
White House aides H R. Haldeman and 
John D. Ehrlichman. 
The defense and prosecution have 
subpoenaed former President Nixon as 
a witness. 
Neither Nixon nor his lawyer, 


Herbert J. Miller, has made any public 
response to the subpoenas. Monday, 
however, Dr. John C. Lungren, the 
ailing tonner President’s physician, 
said he believes it would be “at least a 
month, maybe three months,” before 
Nixon could travel from California to 
Washington. 
Nixon entered Memorial Hospital 
Center of Ixing Beach, Calif., a week 
ago suffering from a recurrence of the 
phlebitis that troubled him during his 
last year in office. After he entered the 
hospital, doctors disclosed that a small 
blood clot had moved from Nixon’s left 
leg to his right lung. 
While still president, Nixon was 
named an unindicted coconspirator in 
the case. President Ford subsequently 
granted him a pardon for any federal 
offenses committed while Nixon was in 
office. 
The defendants sought unsuc­ 
cessfully to delay the trial until next 
year on the grounds the unprecedented 
publicity generated by Watergate, 
including the resignation and pardon 
of Nixon, would make it impossible to 
find unbiased jurors.

Standard 
Time Returns 
On Oct. 27 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
has given more weight to public 
convenience than the energy shortage 
by voting to restore standard time rn 
the nation this winter. 
Senate passage without debate or 
dissent Monday sent the bill 
to 
President Ford, who is expected to 
sign it. 


As a result, virtually all Americans 
will set their clocks back one hour Oct. 
27, ending IO straight months of 
daylight saving time. The only ex­ 
ceptions will be residents of eastern 
indiana, Hawaii, Arizona, Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and Samoa, 
who observe standard time 12 months 
a year. 
Next Feb. 23, clocks will be set 
forward an hour. 
Then, unless 
Congress intervenes again, the regular 
pattern of daylight time six months a 
year would be resumed in October 
1975. 


Year-round daylight time was ap­ 
proved by Congress last December as 
an energy-conservative measure, and 
became effective Jan. 6 for a 22-month 
period. 


The Senate Commerce Committee, 
in recommending a return to standard 
time during November, December, 
January and February, reported the 
equivalent of 100,000 barrels of oil per 
day was saved during the first four 
months of 1974 because of daylight 
time. 
But such savings “must be balanced 
against a majority of the public’s 
distaste for the observance of daylight 
saving time” during the winter, the 
committee said. 
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NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market posted another broad decline 
today, but cut its losses with a late- 
morning technical upswing. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials, off close to 13 points at its 
worst, showed an 8.76 decline at 599.11 
at noon. lasers held a 2-to-l edge on 
gainers at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Analysts said investors remained 
unhappy and concerned over the 
possible broad implications of inflation 
and the world oil situation for the econ­ 
omies of the United States and other 
nations. They noted that the slight 
recovery just before noon apparently 
reflected a technical response to the 
Dow’s slide below 600. 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
was the Big Board’s most-active stock, 
down I at 40. A 204,600-share block of 
the issue traded at that price.

Crime Prevention 


Pickaway County Sheriff Dwight E. 
Radcliff re-emphasized the need for 
every citizen to take a more active role 
in crime prevention. He stated that 
with FBI figures showing an overall 15 
per cent increase in crime throughout 
the nation, it is obvious the police 
cannot alone cope with the problem. 
He 
quoted 
Ferris 
E. 
Lucas, 
Executive Director of the National 
Sheriffs’ Association, as saying that 
much crime is victim-assisted. He 
asked: “How many times have each of 
us been guilty of leaving an unattended 
car or truck unlocked, or not checking 
to make sure all doors and windows 
are secured before leaving our home 
or business!” 
Radcliff continued saying that with 
children now back in school, many 
Mothers who work during the school 
year, there are fewer persons in any 
neighborhood who might notice a thief 
or burglar at work. This increases the 
possibility of successful daytime 
in­ 
trusions, and, coupled with the longer 
hours of darkness, intensifies the 
problem of preventing or controlling 
crime. 


He described a program being 
conducted locally which is designed to 
decrease crim inal opportunity by 
increasing citizen aw areness and 
involvement. This is the National 
Neighborhood Watch project, being 
conducted through his office. Radcliff 
stressed that the program is of little 
value without the support and par­ 
ticipation by responsible citizens. 
The Sheriff said that at the present 
time he has an Adequate supply of 
materials to alert the citizen to some 
simple steps to protect their property. 
All of the project material is free and 
may be acquired for the asking.

Radcliff notes that opportunity plus 
desire equals crime.

Boil Down 
Demands 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 
Republic (AP) — United States of­ 
ficials think the terrorists holding 
seven hostages in the Venezuelan 
consulate may have abandoned their 
demand for $1 million ransom. 
With the siege going into the fifth 
day, State Department spokesman 
John King said in Washington that the 
six leftist guerrillas’ demands “seem 
to have boiled down to safe conduct” 
out of the country for themselves and 
37 terrorists in Dominican prisons. He 
said that the earlier money demand 
had not been repeated. 
The Dominican government rejected 
all the demands, offering only to fly the 
six terrorists out of the country. The 
U.S. government has consistently re­ 
fused to pay ransom or meet other 
demands from such terrorists. 
“The question now is on whose side 
is tim e?” one Dominican official said. 
He confirmed that the guerrillas 
have set three deadlines, but each has 
passed without the threat to start 
killing the hostages being carried out. 
The captives include B arbara 
Hutchison, director of the U.S. 
Information Service in the Dominican 
Republic; Venezuelan Consul Jesus de 
Gregorio, and others. 
Bishop Hugo Polanco Brito of the 
Roman Catholic diocese of Santo 
Domingo reported after a visit to the 
consulate Monday that he learned of 
the presence of a seventh hostage, a 
messenger named Pegero who is 21 or 
22. 
The bishop is now making daily 
deliveries of food and medicine to the 
consulate and bringing out messages 
from those inside. He delivered a note 
Monday from Miss Hutchison to U.S. 
Ambassador Robert Hurwitch, who 
reported, “It is obvious that she is still 
in good spirits and as courageous as 
she always has been.” 
President Joaquin Balaguer met 
with Hurwitch, the Venezuelan charge 
d’affaires and the Spanish ambassador 
on Monday to discuss the situation. No 
details were given. 
The leader of the terrorists, Rafael 
Mendez Vargas, sent a note out 
referring to “a wounded man” inside 
the consulate, and asking for medi­ 
cine. One report said one of the 
guerrillas accidentally shot himself in 
the foot Friday.

'Findings For Recovery' Rise 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Every so 
often—3,875 times in the last three 
years—the state auditor issues what is 
called a “finding for recovery.’’ 
That means he found a shortage of 
funds in a public official’s account. 
“Down in the hills they would call it 
stealing,” said 0. F. Knippenburg, an 
aide to Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson, a 
product of those Ohio hills himself. 
Those findings for recovery have 
been issued by Ferguson’s office since 
1971, and the 3,875 total doesn’t 
represent a high percentage of 
pilfering, Knippenburg said. 
“That figure represents close to 
9,000 audits,” he said, “so percentage­ 
wise it isn’t that high.” 
Although the findings total figures 
out at 43 per cent of the total audits, the 


actual percentage is about 8 per cent 
because there may be many separate 
findings within a single audit. 
The total findings over the last three 
years involved recovery of a total of 
about $3.7 million, broken down this 
way: Counties and townships 825 
findings, for $1 million; cities and 
villages 1,462 findings for $2 million; 
schools 1,512 findings for $512,825; 
libraries 60 findings for $8,068; state 
five findings for $64,366, and univer­ 
sities ll findings for $53,509. 
The state auditor finds the short­ 
ages, but he doesn’t collect them. 
T h a t’s up to a city solicitor, a county 
prosecutor or, in the case of shortages 
in state accounts, to the attorney 
general.

Gasoline

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Gas cost 
a penny less at Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) 
stations this morning, but Sohio said 
the price rollback had nothing to do 
with a government charge last week 
that the firm was guilty of $10 million 
in overcharges in the last two years. 


The reduction was announced by 
marketing vice president Robert G. 
Griffin, who said the price cutback 
reflected a drop in crude oil costs. 
Federal Energy Office regulations 
require the firm to allow customers to 
benefit from lower crude oil costs just 
as they permit prices to be raised once 
a month to pass through higher costs. 


“A decline in Sohio’s average per- 
barrel cost for crude oil has now 
allowed Sohio to cut prices back a total 
of five cents per gallon on gasoline 
since May, which was the high point in 
the federal government’s program to 
pass through crude oil costs on a 
monthly basis,” Griffin said. 
The new pump prices were to be 52.8 
cents a gallon for regular and lead-free 
gasoline and 56.8 cents for premium, 
he said. 
Dealer stations also were required to 
pass the saving along to the customer, 
Sohio said. 
The prices to dealers were to be 45.5 
cents a gallon for regular and lead-free 
and 49 cents for premium, Griffin said. 
The prices included ll cents in state 
and federal taxes. 
Griffin added that gasoline is in good 
supply and should stay in good supply 
this winter, barring an unforseen 
disruption of market patterns.

Hunninghake Jr., 38, supervisor of the 
department’s payroll division. 
Hunninghake, promoted to the job in 
February, 1973, after ll years with the 
county, was convicted in 1962 of em­ 
bezzlement and making false entries in 
bank records while working for a 
Cincinnati bank, The Enquirer said.

the audit is completed, Knippenburg 
said. In those cases, it is noted that re­ 
payment has been made. 
The local prosecutor can decide 
whether to make a settlement or press 
criminal charges against the person 
involved. 
The state always gets its money 
because public officials handling funds 
have to post bonds. 
“The bonding companies pay the 
public fund where the shortage oc­ 
curred,” said Knippenburg, “ but 
naturally they want their money back. 
Then they go after him.” 
If a local prosecutor takes no action, 
the auditor's office has up to 90 days to 
turn the issue over to the Ohio attorney 
general. 
When a state official is involved the 
auditor is required to give the in­ 
formation it has collected to the at­ 
torney general. 
In cases where money has been 
spent out of the wrong fund, the auditor 
will report the expenditures were 
illegal but make no finding for 
recovery unless there was criminal in­ 
tent. 
“When it’s an illegal expenditure, 
but entered into by both parties in good 
faith and the service contracted for 
was performed, we won’t issue such a 
finding,” said Knippenburg. “We’ll 
point out, though, that it was contrary 
to the statutes.”

Proof that heads of state are 
preoccupied with internal 
affairs is the lack of large 
numbers of foreign leaders 
coming to Washington to meet 
the new 
President. 
It had 
become almost a tradition for 
the parade to form in days 
after a new incumbent moved 
into the White House. 


Another reason for the near 
void in official visits is the 
broad scope of change which 
has occurred in governments 
in the last year. One major 
exception in Washington is 
the visit of Japanese Prime 
Minister Tanaka. 


Japanese-A m erican 
re­ 
lations have improved since 
they plummeted precariously 
in 1971, on the heels of two 
actions by former President 
Nixon. The unexpected an­ 
nouncement of the Nixon visit 
to Peking, a total reversal of 
previous American policy and 


one made without prior con­ 
sultation with Tokyo, shocked 
the Japanese as little else has 
done since World War II. 


In the same year the United 
States levied a temporary IO 
per cent surcharge on imports 
in an effort to stabilize the 
trade balance. This tax hit 
hardest at the Japanese, who 
were enjoying a huge trade 
surplus with the U.S. 


All that is in the past, but 
Prime Minister Tanaka is in 
serious political 
trouble. 
A 
rate of inflation larger than in 
most of the West and con­ 
stantly rising living costs have 
dropped his administration s 
popularity. Ominous for the 
U.S., his political party is the 
only major one which upholds 
the continuation of a broad 
defense treaty with the U.S. 
Underlying the importance 
of that relationship 
is the 
scheduled trip of President 


Ford to Tokyo on Nov. iy. it is 
a rescheduled trip formerly 
planned for President Nixon 
and it will mark two firsts for 
the new president. 
It will be the first time an 
A m erican 
president 
has 
visited Japan and it will be the 
first Foreign trip for Gerald 
Ford since his elevation to the 
White House. 
In a world which in many 
ways is changing its political 
relationships too rapidly for 
comfort, it is important to both 
nations that Japan and the 
United States maintain best 
possible 
relations. 
The 
Tanaka-Ford exchange visits 
are designed primarily to do 
just that. 
As the dominant industrial 
and economic force in the 
Pacific, Japan has a major 
role to play in world affairs. 
Its first challenge, like that of 
the 
U.S., 
is 
to 
bring 
its 
economy under control. 


Up, Up And Away 


NEW YORK — So suppose you’re 
Malcolm S. Forbes and you’ve got it 
made. You’ve had it made for most of 
your life: 
I^awrenceville Academy 
(cum laude), 
Princeton, 
beautiful 
wife, four stalwart sons and a lovely 
daughter named Moira, vestryman in 
the Episcopal church, member of the 
New York Racquet and Tennis Club, 
New York Yacht Club, and owner, 
publisher and editor-in-chief of Forbes 
Magazine, one of the more prestigious 
bibles of that downtown New York 
crossroads named Broad and Wall. 
So why do you want to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean in a balloon9 What are 
you, some kind of a nut? 
You’ve got offices, apartments and 
homes all over hell 'n’ gone, plus boats, 
cars and a DC-9 that give you vast 
realms in which to wander. So you and 
your friend, Dr. Thomas F. Hein- 
sheimer, the aerospace scientist, will 
spend a week or two in a gondola about 
the size of a telephone booth and 
subsist on C-rations. The only exercise 
available will be standing up after 
sitting down. You and the doc will 
sleep in aluminum and canvas 
cocoons. 
You will try the Atlantic bit this 
coming 
December 
or 
January 
dangling from a series of 12 gas 
balloons strung out in four units of 
three. Vertically, the assembly will 
stand almost as tall as the Empire 
State Building. The gondola will sway 
400 feet below the uppermost cluster of 
balloons. Below the gondola will be a 
600-foot guide rope. The whole works 
will be christened "Windbome.” 
You know, of course, as Lindberg 
did, that you can get in a lot of trouble 
defying the Atlantic. History records 
12 efforts to balloon across it. The 
balloonists who tried batted 
.OOO. 
Here’s the box score: 
1859 — Two optimists named Had­ 
dock and La Montaigne ascended from 
Watertown, N.Y. They also descended 
on Watertown, and were killed; 
1873 — The New York Daily Graphic 
sponsored a 3-man balloon flight in­ 
volving hearty souls named Capt. W. 
H. Donaldson, George Ashton Cunt and 
Alfred Ford. The takeoff was from 
Brooklyn. The transatlantic flight fell 
somewhat short — in New Canaan, 
Conn. 
1878 — Samuel King and John Wise 
of St. Louis — obviously an air-minded 
town even then — patched together a

balloon they named “Atlantic.” It was 
an overstatement. It never got out of 
St. Louis. 
That 
apparently 
discouraged 
Atlantic ballooning ambitions for three 
or four generations. But the ocean, like 
Everest, was “there,” and therefore 
must be conquered by a bag of wind. So 


1958 — Four Britishers decided that 
the best way to do it was to sail 
against, 
not with, the 
prevailing 
winds! They lifted off from the Canary 
Islands intent upon the West Indies. 
Incredibly, their “The Small World” 
traveled 1,200 miles in four days before 
it ran into a muscular storm that 
knocked it to the surface of the sea. 
Their sea-worthy gondola was a 
marvel. They sailed it safely 1,500 
miles to Barbados. 
1968-1969 — Francis Brenton, an 
Englishman, living in Chicago, tried it 
twice, from the Canaries and from 
Maderia, and was twice dunked. 
1968 — Two Canadians, Mark 
Winters and Jerry Kostur, rose from 
Halifax and got as far as 50 miles short 
of Nova Scotia before their bag 
sagged. 
1970 — Jaunty stockbroker Rodney 
Anderson and his daring wife Pamela, 
along with a British professional 
balloonist named Malcolm Brighton 
rose from posh East Hampton, Long 


Island in their heated gas job, “The 
Free life.” They went down off 
Newfoundland in a crushing cloud­ 
burst, and the only thing ever found of 
the ill-starred expedition was a picnic 
cooler. 
1973 — “Yankee Zephyr,” manned 
by Bob Sparks hit the drink less than 24 
hours after his launch from Bar 
Harbor, Me. A Canadian icebreaker 
fished him out of the water 45 miles 
northeast of St. John’s, Newfoundland. 
1974 — Dashing Col. Tom Gatch 
(U.S. Army reserve), son of a famed 
World War II vice admiral, sailed 
away from Harrisburg, Pa. in a 
fiberglass gondola suspended from ten 
helium-filled balloons. His ship “Light 
Heart,” was last reported to be 1,000 
miles west of the Canary Islands. That 
was February 21. Nothing since, 
despite a massive sea search. A $10,000 
reward for any information about his 
whereabouts, posted by his sisters, is 
still operative. 
1974 — Robert C. Berger kissed his 
wife good-bye at Lakehurst, N.J. and 
she was still on TV, waving and 
smiling, when his 12-story helium 
balloon came apart and he plunged to 
his death off the Jersey coast. 
Anyway, rots ruck Malcolm Forbes, 
and you, too, Doc. To paraphrase an 
old Irish wish, may the jetstream be 
always at your backs.

NEW YORK (AP) - The biggest 
components in the selling price of a 
new, single-family house are generally 
considered to be the cost of con­ 
struction materials, 32 per cent, land, 
25 per cent, and labor, about 15 per 
cent. 


Since the price of all three has risen 
sharply in the past few years, so has 
the sales price of the average new 
house—from $30,500 in 1972, to $35,500 
last year, according to The Conference 
Board. 


Over a 10-year period to 1973, states 
the board, a business and economic 
research organization, the price of 
They'll Do It Every Time 


comparable new homes rose 84 per 
cent. It cites Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board figures to indicate that the price 
tags on existing homes doubled in the 
same period. 


But now the catch. With mortgage 
money tight and with many families 
unable to come up with the substantial 
down payments required, the housing 
market has shriveled almost to 
nothingness in many areas. 


This means the proud homeowner 
who brags about his hedge against 
inflation — “I can get double what I 
paid for my house” — may be living in 
an illusory world. If there isn’t a 
market, how can there be a selling 
price? 


True, when the market comes alive 
again, he might obtain double his 
money. But if he were to sell today, he 
might find that big price tag cannot be 
converted into dollar bills. 


Even before the economic summitry 
of the past month, the subject of credit 
allocation was being discussed in 
banking and housing circles, among 
others. 


Advocates of allocation claimed that 
some deserving sections of the 
economy, such as housing, were being 
starved for funds because they 
couldn’t pay the price. Allocation of 
credit by price alone was unfair, they 
said. 


The arguments against allocation by 
other criteria, such as social good or 
greater productivity, 
were 
im­ 
mediately attacked by economists and 
financial men. Controls on credit, they 
claimed, would only make matters 
worse. 


What they really were saying, 
however, was that controls by 
government would be bad but that 
controls by private industry, that is, 
the bankers, would be permissable. 
The fact is, that banks must control 
their distribution of credit.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is it possible to look directly into the 
lungs to find the reason for a cough 
which has lasted for years? X-rays 
show my lungs to be normal. 
Mr. R.L.B.,Ga. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
An instrument called the bron­ 
choscope can be passed through the 
mouth directly into the lungs to inspect 
the inner lining of the bronchial tubes. 
By this method, almost all of the 
bronchial tubes can be examined for 
chronic infection and growths. 
Cultures and sputum examination 
made directly through the 
bron­ 
choscope add valuable information to 
the diagnosis of complicated lung 
conditions. 
It is also possible to put a liquid dye 
through the bronchoscope, allowing 
the fluid to trickle down into the more 
inaccessibel areas. 
Then, by X-ray, the dye is followed in 
an effort to uncover malformations or 
diseases that might otherwise remain 
hidden. 
Bronchoscopy can be performed 
under local or general anesthesia. It is 
not a routine procedure. It is used 
when the doctor cannot easily uncover 
the reasons for a persistent cough.

Hemorrhoids are enlargements of the 
veins which normally are present 
around the rectal opening. 


Poor bowel habits, straining and 
chronic constipation can enlarge these 
veins. The pressure of repeated 
childbirth can be responsible, too. 
A fissure is a slit, or a cleft, that 
occurs in the skin 
(the mucous 
membrane lining) of the rectal 
opening. Known as “fissure-in-ano,” it 
may also be caused by straining at 
stool. 


When a fissure is neglected a small 
ulcer forms. Bleeding may occur. 
The treatment for fissure and for 
hemorrhoids is based on individual 
evaluation of the condition. Local 
treatment or surgery can be the 
decision only of the doctor who has 
followed the course of the problem. 


Is a fissure of the rectum the same 
as a hemorrhoid?

In every Congress for the past two 
decades, a certain numbered bill is 
introduced by one of the most economy 
conscious members of the House of 
Representatives. That member is H. 
R. Gross of Iowa and the fitting 
number of that bdl is H. R. 144, the 
count equivalent to “one gross”. I 
mention this play on numbers and 
words for a very important reason. If 
that bill had been enacted when it was 
first introduced we wouldn’t be in the 
dire economic straits we are today. 
The premise of this and similar 
legislation is very simple. It requires 
that federal expenditures shall not 
exceed federal revenues, except in 
time of war or grave 
national 
emergency declared by the Congress. 
More importantly, it also provides for 
a systematic reduction of the public 
debt. The first year the bdl would go 
into effect, for example, two per cent 
of the federal debt would be paid off; 
the next year, three per cent; the year 
after that, four per cent and so on until 
we are out of the red. 
Both extended deficit spending and 
the growing public debt which now 
nears half a trdlion dollars are the 
prime culprits in our inflated 
economy. The idea behind this bid is 
what many economists have been 
talking about for years. In fact, the 
Joint 
Economic 
Committee 
of 
Congress recently issued a report 
endorsing the need to eliminate deficit 
spending not just in this year’s or next 
year’s budget but for those of many 
years to come. The Committee also 
recommended that to do this we must 
hold the current budget to under $300 
billion; however, they didn’t offer very 
many suggestions on just what would 
have to be cut out of the government 
expenditures to achieve this goal. 
Where and what to cut is the most 
difficult and most controversial aspect 
of our whole economic dilemma.

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aware of this situation, for spending 
reductions have been achieved in 
certain areas such as defense and 
foreign aid. But these slashes are not 
consistent and have little effect when 
Congress turns right around and adds 
more money to another program in­ 
stead. The net result of all this puts us 
right back where we started and that 
kind of chaos is costing us plenty. 
One kind of expenditure we are 
hearing more and more of is to bail out 
private and semi-private industries 
every time they are beset by major 
losses either through their own 
mismanagement or other less con­ 
trollable factors. To be sure, many of 
their products from transportation 
lines to poultry farms are certainly of 
great national importance, but if we 
are to maintain our system of private 
enterprise, these industries should not 
have to run to Uncle Sam for help 
every time something goes wrong. 
The trouble is, everybody has been 
running to Uncle Sam for everything 
everytime anything goes wrong. By 
that I mean we have been on such a 
spending binge for so many years that 
we’ve bought many of our very 
problems today because of it. And, 
while everyone agrees that the 
spending must stop, nobody is willing 
to take the first cut. That is the most 
dangerous part of our whole financial 
problem, and the biggest challenge for 
Congress is to make that necessary 
belt tightening as equitable as possible 
for all. Wage and price controls have 
not worked; tight money policies have 
not been successful either. Only cut­ 
ting both foreign and domestic 
spending is going to help get us out of 
debt and back on the road to a better 
economy. 
That is why I support measures such 
as the one I mentioned earlier by H. R. 
Gross. It is not an easy solution, but it 
is the only one we have left. That is 
why I have also signed the discharge 
petition to release it from the House 
Ways and Means Committee where 
this type of proposal 
has 
been 
pigeonholed for the last twenty years. 
While that bill has been sitting, our 
economy has been steadily sinking. 
Congress can no longer ignore this 
important and controversial issue 
without assuming the full and total 
blame for harder times and higher 
inflation in the future.

Waste Claimed 
CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)—A state 
audit concludes the administration of 
former Gov. James Rhodes wasted 
more than $1 million in buying land for 
the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility at Lucasville and that Gov. 
John Gilligan’s administration has 
handled financial affairs poorly at the 
prison, The Plain Dealer said today. 
The newspaper’s Tuesday editions 
said the charges were contained in a 
24-inch-thick report compiled by four 
state examiners from July I, 1972, to 
March 18, 1974. The report was to be 
released today. 
The auditors reportedly found that 
the Rhodes administration spent 
$250,000 for 715 acres in October 1966, 
weeks before soil tests showed the 
property too wet to build on. 
The state then paid $425,525 for more 
land and was forced to spend $650,000 
to improve that. 
The report also states the prison 
could have been built in london on 
land Ohio already owned. 
A 1961 Department of Public Works 
document is cited which shows the 
facility could have been built on “good 
level farmland” with purchase of 210 
acres for $65,000 plus the state land. 
Water would have been free at the 
site, the report states. At Lucasville, 
the report shows water cost $27,000 in 
one sevenmonth period. 
Investigators still were reported 
probing the disappearance of tons of 
meat, spaghetti, flour and macaroni 
listed as destroyed at the facility 
because of spoilage. Some auditor 
department employes were said to 
believe the food may have been stolen. 
Records also reportedly show 771 
gallons of gasoline at the prison were 
unaccounted for.

Attorney General 
Ripped By Opponent 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— George 
Smith, the Republican candidate for 
attorney general, said Monday in­ 
cumbent William J. Brown’s “ inex­ 
cusable negligence” in the handling of 
a nursing homes loan case had cost the 
state $2 million. 
Smith said Brown had lost a chance 
to sue Four Seasons Nursing Centers 
for $250,000 interest on state loans 
when he failed to file “ a single sheet of 
paper,” separating Ohio’s case from 
those of a mass of creditors. 
“ Brown’s neglect resulted in a 
form al settlem ent agreement ef­ 
fectively denying Ohio all interest 
income and making Ohio accept a 
small fraction ($400,000) of the money 
due the state,” Smith said on Monday. 
Brown’s office conceded Monday the 
form enabling Ohio to “ opt out” of the 
lumped together settlement had been 
inadvertently overlooked when the 
state received a voluminous set Of 
papers announcing the proposed 
settlem ent in October of 
1972. 
However, a spokesman for the at­ 
torney general said Smith had over­ 
simplified a complicated situation. 
Brown filed a $4 million lawsuit in 
March of 1972 in an effort to recover 
the loan principal, interest and 
damages from Four Seasons, which 
went into bankruptcy and was sub­ 
sequently reorganized as ANTA Corp. 
The State loans to Four Seasons were 
made in 1970 and became part of the 
Statehouse loan scandal that year 
under the Rhodes administration. 
litigation involving hundreds of 
creditors against Four Seasons 
eventually 
was 
transferred 
to 
Oklahoma City—but not Ohio’s case. 
However, the federal judge hearing 
the case in Oklahoma City redefined 
the class action suit as broad enough to 
include Ohio. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Ron Brown said the 
state's lawyers were under the im­ 
pression the case had been settled 
“ around Ohio” when the decision was 
announced on Dec. 4, 1972. It had not 
been. 
“ They shortcutted steps which 
normally occur in a class action case,” 
Ron Brown said. 
The state asned to be excused from 
the district court settlement. It was,

In his analysis today, Anlauf said 
Canada apparently wants to roll back 
U.S. cattle and beef imports to 
historical levels but fails to take into 
consideration what has happened 
lately regarding shifts in Canadian 
beef grading standards. 
Anlauf said a new Canadian beef 
grading system in October 1972 
resulted in a severe decrease in the 
supply of animals in lower-grade 
categories. As a result, animals that 
had previously been mostly in the top 
grades destined for 
hotel 
and 
restaurant 
consumption 
were 
discounted heavily and graded in 
lower categories. 
“ To meet the new requirements, 
Canadian cattle feeders shortened 
their feeding period to produce 
animals with less (fat) marbling and 
leaner beef,” Anlauf said 
But, he said, the hotel and restaurant 
trade continued to demand the 
previously higher grades of beef. That 
helped prompt a large volume of U.S. 
grain-fed cattle and beef into the 
Canadian market. 
The current quota system permits 
82,835 live slaughter cattle from the 
United States to enter Canada during 
the year, plus 17.9 million pounds of 
fresh and frozen dressed beef. By 
comparison, in calendar 1973 about 


185,000 head of U.S. cattle and 35 
million pounds of meat moved into the 
Canadian market.

Blue Cross Merger 
Program Started 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Blue 
Cross of Southwest Ohio has embarked 
on a program seeking merger with 
other “healthy” hospital care units in 
the state, anticipating passage of a 
national health bill by Congress. 
Marvin Walker, president of the 
Cincinnati-based plan with 1.55 million 
members, said Blue Cross here an­ 
ticipates not only that National Health 
Insurance will be approved but that if 
will be operated by larger loc al units. 
“What we’re doing,” said Walker, 
“is offering the most sophisticated 
people and computer equipment to 
take advantage of the lower costs of 
big busuiess efficiency and the ad­ 
vantage of grass roots handling at the 
local end.” 
The Blue Cross unit of Lima, Ohio, 
encompassing eight counties and 
152,000 members, has agreed to merge 
with the Cincinnati group as of Jan. I, 
1975. 
Blue Cross units at Youngstown and 
Canton,

currently 
are 
negotiating a possible merger with 
Cincinnati. 
Walker said the local plans will 
retain their own memberships and 
personnel, 
with 
the 
Cincinnati 
operation, called Hospital Care Cor­ 
porations, doing only the processing. 
Once merger occurs, all par­ 
ticipating plans will be represented on 
the board of directors. I/>cal plans will 


compute their own rates as in the past 
He said plan members in individual 
units will not subsidize membership in 
other plans through rates. Each unit 
will retain its own funds and rate 
structure based on costs, Walker said. 


Blue Cross of Cincinnati supervises 
members in 15 counties including 
Dayton, Ohio. 


Walker said luma officials elected to 
join the larger unit after a test run of 
their operating procedures was put 
through the Cincinnati computers. 


The lim a plan encompasses Allen, 
Augalize, Hancock, Hardin, Mercer, 
Putnam, Shelby and Van Wert. 


“This is the first time,” said Walker, 
that mergers have been sought 
between healthy plans.” 


He said Hospital Care Corp. is now 
second in membership in Ohio only to 
the Cleveland plan. If Canton and 
Youngstown elect to join, it will be the 
eighth largest plan in the United 
States.

Rumors Of Trade 


C IN C IN N A T I 
(A P ) — 
Facing his first sub-.300 
season in a decade, Cin­ 
cinnati slugger Pete Rose 
says rumors of his impending 
trade are as far offbase as 
those saying he had a bad 
year. 
The oldest member of the 
Cincinnati Reds admits his 
performance tailed off this 
season—but says it was 
closer than the score in­ 
dicated. 
“ I know my average is 
down but I don’t see how 
anyone can say I had a bad 
year. 
“ I ’m gonna lead the league 
in doubles. I ’m gonna score 
more than IOO runs and 
probably lead the league. I ’ve 
got IOO walks and I ’m going to 
have close to 190 hits,” he 
said as the Reds headed to 
Atlanta for their final two 
games of the regular season. 
“ I ’m starting a new restau­ 
rant in this town, and I just 
bought a new expensive 
house. So you know I don’t 
want to be traded. 
“ I think, deep down, I don’t 
really believe I will. I think 
Sparky Anderson (Reds man­ 
ager) realizes what I mean to 
the ball club,” said Rose, 
whose average is 57 points be­ 
low his league-leading .338 
mark a year ago. 
Anderson stands firmly be­ 
hind the fiery Reds leader. 
“ If I had anything to do 
with it, Pete Rose would 
never 
be traded,” 
said 
Anderson. 
“ I don’t think I’m the kind 
of player who could play for a 
team that’s not a contender,” 
said Rose. “ What good’s a 
winning attitude with a team 
that loses IOO games?” 
Finishing his 12th season 
with the Reds, Rose would 
have to approve any trade 
due to a clause that permits 
10-year veterans the right to 
okay any moves. 
Anderson has asked Rose to 
report to training camp IO 
pounds lighter in 1975. Rose 
says he’ll gladly comply. 
“ He says it will add three 
years to my career, and ITI 
report at any weight to add 
three years,” said Rose. 
Are the years catching up 


on the rough-and-tumble 
star? He shakes his head. 
“ If people expected me to 
have the year I had last year . 
. . well, that would be impos­ 
sible. In ll years I never had 
the year I had last year and 
probably never will again,” 
said Rose. 
What he has had, despite 
the dropoff in hits, is a career- 
high total in doubles (45) and 
walks (1061. Sunday he added 
another record to his growing 
list. His 760th appearance of 
the season broke Maury 
Wills’ 1962 mark for ap­ 
pearances at the plate.

Voter Registration 
Deadline Oct. 7 


The Pickaway County 
Board of 
Elections, located in the courthouse 
basement, will observe longer hours 
this weekend for registration of new 
voters. 
Extended hours for voters are: 9 
a.m. to noon, Saturday and 9 a m. to 9 
p.m. Monday, according to Nancy 
Ayens, 
Director, County Board 
of 
Elections. 
Voters are also reminded of the new 
laws concerning voter eligibility and 
absent balloting. 
Polls, beginning with the November 
1974 election, will remain open until 
7:30 p.m ., voting day. 
Pertaining to primary elections, 17- 
year-olds may vote in the primary 
election, if they will be 18-year-old by 
the tim e of the November general 
elections. They are eligible to vote for 
candidates only and not for issues. 
The application form for absentee 
balloting does not now need to be in 
any specific form. If the voter does not 
appear personally at the board of 
elections, he may write the board a 
letter and request absent voter ballots. 
The letter must include five items. 
1. The name by which the voter is 
registered and his voting residence. 
2. The election for which ballots are 
requested. 
3. If it is a primary election, which 
party. 
4. The reason for the person’s ab­ 
sence from the polls on election day. 
5. The mailing address to which the 
ballots are to be mailed. 
Application for absent voter ballots 
may be made by civilians until noon 
Nov. 2 and Armed service ballots may 


be applied for up to 7:30 p.m. Nov. 5. 
Persons 62-years-old or over may 
vote an absent voter ballot. Disabled 
persons may vote absentee without a 
doctor’s certificate of their disability. 
The requirements for notarization 
have been eliminated. A statement 
under penalty of election falsification 
is made similar to the statement a 
taxpayer signs on his tax return. 
N otarization 
has 
also 
been 
eliminated for registrations, making it 
easier for the disabled and those who 
register by mail. 
Married women will be premitted tp 
vote under their maiden name if they 
married within a period of 60 days 
prior to the election at which they vote. 
This also went into effect Sept. 27. 
The usual rules of residence are 
applicable, requiring notification of 
change of address to the board of 
elections or possible re-registration.

Lyn Glenn Power, the daughter of 
U.S. Senate candidate John Glenn, 
passed through Circleville Monday on 
her campaign trail. Mrs. Power, quite 
familiar with her father’s cam paign 
issues, gave a rundown of the major 
standings. She said she does encourage 
all voters to write all the candidates to 
become more familiar with each issue 
before making the final decision at the 
polls. 
Although Glenn is not for wage and 
price controls as yet, he does feel that 
inflation should be placed toward the 
top of the list of priorities. He recently 
released a seven-point approach which 
included m easu res for controling 
deficit governmental spending and 
scrutinizing the policies of the Federal 
Reserve Board. 
Another issue in Glenn’s seven-point 
approach to the inflation problem is 
tax reform. His daughter explains that 
an estim ated 78.2 billion dollars will be 
lost this year alone in tax loopholes 
which ultimately only benefit the rich. 
She maintains that the minimum tax 
law 
has 
never 
been adequate to 
combat the problem but enforcement 
of anti-trust laws could be the answer. 
Food and energy products account 
for 60 per cent of the exorbitant rise in 
the cost of living. The Glenn campaign 
favors a target price increase for the 
fanner who, despite the sharp rise in 
the agricultural products, still falls 
short. The greater part of the food 
dollar does not benefit the farm er but 
the middle man. 
Mrs. Power cited the rise in the 
energy products as one of the major 
factors contributing to the rise in the 
middle m an's profit. The rise in the 
cost of gasoline for the transportation 
of the food product and then the rise in 
the cost of the processing of that 
product has allowed the man between 
the farmer and the consumer to up his 
prices. 
As part of her campaign for her 
father, Lyn has studied a booklet on 
each of the counties she visits. Well 
inform ed 
on 
the 
industry 
and 
agricultural status of our county, she 
reflected that Pickaway County ranks 
ninth in the state in total agricultural 
products, second in the production of 
cattle and calves and eighth in the 


production of hogs. She also said 
Pickaway County had ample supplies 
of all professions and as far as she 
knew, it was the only county that did 
not lack som e professional men. 
Glenn’s campaign focused next on 
the energy problem. His solution to the 
problem is a national energy policy. 
Another importatn political question 
on which Glenn has issued a position is 
national health care. He em phasizes a 
preventative health care program with 
set prices for everyone. 
Glenn’s daughter closed her cam ­ 
paign 
with 
what 
she 
called 
the 
foremost issue, the choice of the 
candidate. She said that she and her 
father had never assumed he was 
running well for the Senate but con­ 
tinued to work as hard as ever. She 
encourages voters to become well­ 
informed about all the political can­ 
didates and be knowledgeable about 
their respective issues and responses. 
She emphasized the importance of 
the quality of leadership in the high 
governmental positions and said that 
only through well-informed voters can 
the caliber of the leadership be im­ 
proved. 
Neither Glenn nor his daughter 
believe he won the nomination over 
Metzenbaum because of his name but 
because the voters had become in­ 
formed. The foremost points on a list of 
why he won the nomination were cited 
as understanding on the part of the 
voters. The tax issue and his standing 
on it ranked toward the bottom of the 
list. 
John Glenn was bom in Cambridge 
and is married to Anna Margaret 
Castor Glenn. He spent 23 years in the 
United States Marines and retired 
from the service in 1964 at which time 
he began campaigning for the Senate. 
Because of a fall which caused in­ 
juries, he withdrew from the race in 
1964 and ran again and lost to Met­ 
zenbaum in 1970. 
The Senatorial candidate holds a 
bachelor 
of 
science 
degree 
from 
Muskingum College but is best known 
for his career as a NASA astronaut. 
Lyn Glenn Power is the youngest of 
the Glenns’ two children. A son, David 
is a m edical student at Case Western 
Reserve University in Cleveland. Lyn 
is married to Mike Power, a system s 
analyst in Washington, D. C. She
